000 per annum. In addition to this, it is 
sale to say that he received $5,000 per 
annum for ya^ous lectures delivered by 
him in tho winter season. His salary as 
editor of the Christian Union was f 10,000 
per annum, and from the Christian Union 
Publishing company he one year received 
$10.000 for a Life of Christ. Besides all 
this, he is in tho receipt of an annual in- 
come as author's percentage on the sale of 
hia works, so that b!s income for several 
years past has teen in the neighborhood 
of HO,000 per annum.
